Today’s Subject: Glue-Sniffing 


I am sure every parent following this series has heard of 
tjie glue-wiiffing fad among young teens. What I am not sure 
About is whether each and every parent in our community knows 
of the serious dangers of tins practice.

The type of glue used in glue-sruffing is the type made for 
the construction of model airplanes, cars, etc. The solvents in 
the glue, when purposely sniffed in concentration, can result 
in permanent damage to the nervous system and liver. In single,

In sniffing the vapors of glue the youngster becomes dizzy 
And can beli«*ve the feeling to be pleasant as a mild intoxication. 
Glue sniffers sometimes place some of this glue into a plastic 
bag and place it over their heads to inhale and thereby get the 
{pre,Hest effect. If, during this process, the user should pass out 
it would be easy to suffocate. 
Youngsters, of the age group attracted by this typo of “thrill* 
seeking", have no way of knowing how extremely dangerous 
the practice can be and how damaging it is to their bodies 
parents MUST c onvey these facts to their children about glue- 
sniffing: 
Glue and other things, su< h as gasoline, paint thinner 
volatile* solvents, etc., were never meant to be taken by 
people 
The manufacturers of such products spend huge 
amounts of money to properly ventilate their plants to keep 
their employees from inhaling these fumes, why then, should 
anyone deliberately inhale these toxic materials? 
Even the user who says he’ll “ just try it once to see what it 
is like” places himself in grave danger because not only does 
glue-sniffing cloud the* mind, but over use of it in this manner. 
even one time, ran cause a person to go into a coma In autopsy 
reports, on per sons who have died from inhaling ^uc h dangerous 
fumes it is indicated there was damage to beme marrow, kid 
neys and lungs! Obviously, young children must be impressed 
in no uncertain terms that no short lived “thrill** is worth such 
a risk’ J No matter who, among their friends, is doing it with 
no outward signs of harm). 
Give your child the FACT'S about drugs and you automatic­ 
ally help to stamp out drug abuse but tie sure you HAVE the 
facts straight Nothing lessens the re elect your child has for 
your advice on this subject more than unfounded scare tactics 
not based on facts, and “old wiv«*s tales” . Make it your business 
to know the truth!
